COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

Semiramide, Cousin Lambkin, and Deaf as a Post, drew another 
crowded audience to this Theatre last evening. On Monday, the Tragedy 
of Macbeth will be played ; Macbeth, Mr. Vandenhoff, Lady Macbeth, 
Mrs. Salzberg; and on Wednesday next, A New Way to Pay Old 
Debts will be produced. 

ADELPHI.—This Theatre was crowded last night in every part. Mr. 
Douglas Jerrold’s Drama of The Hazard of the Die was the first piece, 
and created much interest, the performers playing their respective cha- 
racters in a manner that did them infinite credit, particularly Lyon and O. 
Smith, as DavidDuvigne, and AristidesKalmer ; thegapplause bestowed 
upon them was considerable. The Ballet of The Daughter of the Da- 
naube followed, in which Madame P. Giubilei danced with such fascinat- 
ing grace as to cause continued bursts of applause. Wieland’s Jmp was 
irresistibly comic, and drew forth shouts of laughter. The Farce of 
Dobson and Co. came next, and the very clever acting of Wright and 
Wilkinson, kept the andience in a roar of laughter. The Burlesque of 
Norma concluded a most delightful evening’s entertainment. Mrs. H. 
P. Grattan sang in the course of the evening the song of “ The frightful 
old Bachelor,” in a charming manuer, and was obliged to repeat it amid 
general applause. 

Wilson at Liverpool and Manchester.—This distinguished vocalist’s 
farewell entertainment at Liverpool, drew an immense audience at the 
Liver Theatre, on Friday night last week, there being nearly 170/. in 
the house ; the orchestra, stage, and stage-wings were crowded by 
fashionable parties. Mr. Wilson, at the conclusion of the entertain- 
ment, took leave of the audience in a brief address, which called forth 
reiterated plaudits, and on leaving Liverpool to fulfil engagements at 
Manchester, Derby, Sheffield, and Doncaster, he carries with him the 
best wishes of all classes, and he may rest assured that, when he shall 
revisit Liverpool, a “ Highland welcome” awaits him. 

Dr. Ireland, the late Dean of Westminster, has by will bequeathed 
the celebrated bookcase, formerly in the possession of Handel, containing 
sixty-seven manuscript volumes of his compositions, written by his 
amanuensis Smith, to Mr. John Leman Brownsmith, of Westminster 
Abbey. There are thirty-three Operas, twenty-two Oratorios, thie 
Chandos and Coronation Anthems, Te Deums, Jubilates, Serenatas, 
Grand and Organ Concertos, &c. There is also a miscellaneous volume, 
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containing overtures and pieces from various Operas, not mentioned in 
any published list of Handel’s works. 

Mademoiselle Celeste has met with a most enthusiastic reception in 
this country. Upwards of 3,000 persons visited the theatre on the night 
of her first appearance, after an absence of two years. The entire 
dress circle was occupied by ladies, a compliment peculiar to America. 
She has been offered 15,000 dollars for her first ten weeks’ engagement, 
a sum amounting to 3,030/. sterling.—The New York Journal of 
Commerce.

shoulders with my friends and the fashionable world at one or other of the Grand 
Lounges about town :— 

Monday, paid another visit to the Tuames TunNEL, which is now completed, 
and is 1,200 feet in length. ‘The entrance is now on the Middlesex side, close to 
the Tunnel Pier at Wapping; the entrance to Rotherhithe is closed, in order to 
finish a new Staircase; on the completion of which the Tunnel will be opened as 
a thoroughfare for foot Passengers. Generally go by one of the steam boats, 
either from Hungerford, Adelphi, Temple Bar, Biackfriars Brydge, Old Shades 
Pier, or London Bridge,—very convenient. 

‘Tuesday, stroll to view the magnificent and numerous additions just added to 
Mapame Tussaup’s elegant Exhibition, Golden Corinthian Saloon, Baker-street, 
Portman-square :—An Historical Group, in Magnificent Armour, the Prince and 
Princess Royal, in their splendid cot, the King of Prussia, Commissioner Lin and 
his Consort, the gorgeous Robes of George the Fourth designed by himself at a 
cost of 18,000/., &c.—This exhibition is crowded daily with the elite of society. 

In the evening got the best shilling’s worth I ever paid for in my life at the 
RoyaL ADELAIDE GALLERY, Lowther Arcade, Strand, where indeed all the arts 
and sciences met me with open arms—a graud fromenade Concert, vocal and in- 
strumental, supported by the first performers of the day, followed by a popular Lec- 
ture on the Bude and Drummond Lights, — saw the humerous effects of the Laughing 
Gas—the wonderful Gas Microscope, and 30 magnificent Dissolving Views. 

Wednesday, visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.—This exhibition is well worthy of inspection. 

Thursday, dropped into the Lowrner Bazaar, in the Strand—in additivn to 
the usual accessories of such a place, is a Cosmorama fitted up with so much in- 
genuity that the spectator, with a very slight help from the fancy, might imagine 
that he was looking from some real cavern upon some of the most exquisite scenes 
on England’s coast. The articles are unusually reassnable, and the greatest ci- 
vility characterizes the establishment. It is very well attended, ana to those who 
have not heard the Euterpeon it will be a great treat—there is no charge. 

In my way from the Theatre, drop into the Harmonic Meeting, held at Evans s 
Grand Hotel, King Street, Covent Garden, quite delighted with the excelleuce of 
the singing—commences every evening at ten o'clock. When Mrs. P. is out of 
town, stay a week, and only pay a guinea for bed and breakfast. [’m always to 
be found on Saturday, at half-past five, at the Convivial Dinner held here. 

Friday, call at the Foreign and British Gallery, 213, Piecadilly, (late Lucca 
Gallery,) to admire a magnificent collection of Paintings, consisting of upwards 
of Forty original and authenticated First Class Gallery and Cabinet Pictures, in- 
cluing two original and authenticated Cartoons by Raffaelle, valued at upwards 
of 20,000/. with the works of the following great masters :—Michael Angelo 
Buonarotti, Titian, Guercino, Rubens, Paul Potter, Correggio, Baroccio, &c 
These Paintings form a most intersting exhibition. 

Saturday, I examine Miss Linwoop’s curious NeedleWork, Leicester Square— 
lately added other beautiful specimens of her art.— But I intrude—beg pardon—
